Lundborg Tells Grim 
Story of Ice Camp.

KINGS. BAY, Spitzbergen, July 10. 
—(?)—The greatest tragedy in the 
history of modern polar exploration 
was summed up here today by Lieut. 
Einar-Paal Lundborg Who spent 
twelve days on the ice with the five 
surviving refugees of the dirigible 
Italia. 


Fifteen men accompanied Gen. Um- 


berto Nobile in the big alrship but 
the probable death list now totals 19. 

Nine rescuers have been lost. Ons 
member of the Italia crew was killed 
when the big ship crashed on the ice. 
Six others were carried away with 
the balloon part of the craft. Three 
started to walk to land. All thes- 
Lundborg believes are dead. 

Only Gen. Nobile Rescued. 

Only the leader of the expedition 
has been brought out. The fate of 
the five other survivors, all sick and 
one with a broken leg, depends upon 
the ability of ice breakers to reach 
their camp on a floe off Cape Leigh 
Smith. i 

Two aviators, the Russian Babush- 
kin and Lieut. Lundborg. | 
through extreme peril in their rescuc 
efforts. Babushkin was adrift five 
days in the polar seas, then managed 
to make his way back to the ice 
breaker Maligin. Lundborg was rescued 
by another Swedish flier, Lieut. Shy- 
berg, who helped bring out Nobile, 

Lieut. Lundborg said that when he 
landed on the day he rescued Gen. 
Nobile he came down on the ice some 
distance from the tent. He was met 
by Lieut. Alfredo Viglieri, now in com- 
mand of the group, and Giuseppe 
Biogi, the radio operator. 

With great difficulty they stumbled 
over the ice floes to ths tent. There 
Gen. Umberto Nobile, bearded and 
dirty, fell in his arms weeping from | 
mingled joy and distress and em- 
bracing and kissing him. 

Strain Tells on Italians. 

Lieut. Lundborg said he would never 
forget this reception The condition 
of the tent baffled description, and all 
of the Italians were more or ess 
physically and mentally ill from strain, 
exposure, and lack of proper food. 

The lieutenant said he kept the 
motors of his plane running in order 
to insure against trouble in restarting 
them. He and Lieut. Shyberg carried 
end dragged Nobile to the plane, 
placed him in it, and started back for 
Hinlopen Strait.

The tobacco trust was 
acquitted of the charges, and Senator 
Ernst was defeated for reéiection. 

When the Seventieth congress met 
last December, Senator Walsh of 
Montana, before the trade commis. 
sion had completed its reports under 
the Norris resolution, offered a reso- 
lution for a reinvestigation of the 
power trust by a special committee of 
Senator Walsh expected 
to be named the chairman of the spe- 
celal committee. His friends were con- 
fident that in the role of chief in- 
quisitor of the power trust he would

MR. J USTICE HOLMES. 

It is reported that Mr. Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes will retire in the fall. We hope the report 
is exaggerated by a good many years. The loss of 
Justice Holmes to the Supreme court Would be 
the heaviest it could sustain and it would be a 
serious loss to the nation. For Justice Holmes 
makes not only valuable contributions to the sel- 
ence of jurisprudence, which the jurist and lawyer 
must assay, but also he is an acute and profound 
commentator upon our political and social evolu- 
tion. He is not only a distinguished jurist; he is 
also a philosopher, whose thought is not dominated 
by formulae but is free, humane and rich in human 
wisdom. 

But if we were to name what we believe his 
most important, indeed his invaluable, contribution 
to American thought at this time, we should 
describe it as his Americanism, term of scorn to 
those liberal minded who imagine that Justice 
Holmes is of their communion. For more than 
any of the Supreme court justices in many years | 
Justice Holmes speaks at all times in the finest 
tradition of our country, and more than any other 
justice may be depended upon to give it practical 
expression and interpretation and to defend it 
alertly and with the force of his trenchant and 
compelling reasoning. 

Of this defense of the fundamentals in our con- 
stitutional system, of this genius for breathing life 
into law and for serving the high conception of 
our system as a living organism evolving in the 
enduring force of great principles, we have had 
very little in our generation. The lack of these 
has been costly and we are the more deeply 
grateful to Justice Holmes that he has contributed 
them persistently for more than a dsl cen- 
tury. 

It has been seldom in our history when they 
were more needed than in our time. In legisla- 


tals of our law and our liberties have been um- 
der constant pressure and invasion. Their defense 
has been uncertain and inadequate, and we are in 
grave danger of losing our heritage. If Justice 
Holmes retires we fear it will be more uncertain 
and inadequate, and this we can hardly afford. 
Justice Holmes is entitled to the rewards which a 
philosopher may promise himself in retirement and 
its rich leisure. But it is impossible not to hope 
that the time when he will exercise his right has 
not yet arrived, for though he has exceeded the 
psalmist's allotment his mind shows still the vigor 
and clarity of youth.

Juergens thinks that doubtless many 
of these cases were really typhoid, but 
many of them were cases due to infec- 
tion with other bacteria found in badly 
polluted water. Vaughan and his asso- 
clates decided that the diarrheas which 
at Chickamauga 
Spanish war were really cases of typhoid 
fever. This diarrhea both promoted and 
hindered the spread of typhoid fever.
